Many old timers will recall very 
well the magazine called, the 
“Silent Worker.” It was the kind 
that appealed to the majority of 
deaf people. It had pictures of 
famous deaf individuals, sport 
teams, deaf boxers, wrestlers and 
so on. It also had success stories 
dealing with deaf men and women 
who became successful in various 
lines of activity. Due to various 
reasons it stopped some years ago. 
It was published at the New Jersey 
School for the Deaf. 

The National Association of the 
Deaf has taken over from t'he New 
Jersey School all rights to the 
“Silent Worker” and is now pre¬ 
paring to sponsor its rebirth in 
a new, streamlined, modern form 
—provided that it can be assured 
of at least 4,000 subscribers. 

Howard T. Hofsteater is to be 
editor, assisted by B. R. White. 
David E. Mudgett will be manag¬ 
ing editor. N. A. D. president, B. 
B. Burnes and secretary-treasurer, 
Robert M Greenmun will be editor¬ 
ial directors. Dr. Elstad, Dr. Wil¬ 
liam McClure, Dr. Tom L. Ander¬ 
son, J. H. McParlane, and J. Fred¬ 
erick Meagher are associated with 
them. Latest additions to contrib¬ 
ute are A. L. Roberts, president of 
the N.F.S.D., Lillian Hahn (movies) 
and Eric Malzkuhn (sports). 

Mr. John G. O’Brien has been 
asked to represent the “Silent 
Worker” in the Indiana area as 
corresponding agent. Subscription 
for 12 issues is $3.50. It will be 32 
pages at first but as soon as pos¬ 
sible it will be increased to 40 and 
48 pages. Each issue will contain 
several articles, plenty of news, in¬ 
teresting departments dealing with 
special activities such as sports, 
clubs, N.F.S.D., N.A.D., state as¬ 
sociations, Gallaudet College alum¬ 
ni, advice for parents, movies, 
church work among the deaf and 
also plenty of pictures. Any one 
wishing to subscribe please drop 
a card to Mr. O’Brien. He has 
about 35 'Hoosiers on his list now.

The Archibald Memorial 
Home

A meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors was held at the Home on .Sun¬ 
day, April 13. All of the directors 
Were present. 

The time before dinner was giv¬ 
en over to a survey of the farm. 
iSupt. Weese described a large num¬ 
ber of repairs and additions to the 
buildings and machinery which are 
needed badly. At the present time 
we are only able to take care of a 
small part of the needed improve¬ 
ments, but if the deaf of Indiana 
will roll up their sleeves and get 
busy and work for the Home, we 
are confident we can make the 
Archibald Home the finest place of 
its kind in the country. The Home 
is practically self supporting now 
but all repairs and additions to 
■buildings, etc. must come from con¬ 
tributions. 

Following the tour of the farm 
the Board members went to Brooks- 
ton for lunch and then returned to 
the Home for the business meet¬ 
ing. 

Marian Smith of the House Com¬ 
mittee gave a report of the work 
ishe has accomplished during the 
past months. She told of a great 
deal of other v^rk that is needed 
around the Home. She was ins¬ 
tructed to writ: to the various 
sponsors of the room and inform 
them that the rooms need painting 
badly. To avoid confusion in 
colors, etc., it was decided that all 
paint for the rooms must come 
from the same company and be 
the same shade number. The spon¬ 
sors of the rooms may do the 
painting themselves, or they may 
furnish the necessary hired labor. 
A vote of thanks was extended by 
the Board to Mrs. Smith for her 
work in caring for the Home. 

The Board voted approval of the 
new finance committee picked by 
iPres. Douglas and consisting of A. 
H. Norris, Marian Smith and Van 
Skaggs. 

Joseph Miller reported to the 
'Board that his aunt, Susan Miller, 
an inmate of the Home who recent¬ 
ly passed away, had left a sum of 
money amounting to $42.65 with 
him several years ago and he asked 
what disposition he was to make 
of the money. The Board voted to 
turn the money over to Miss Mil¬ 
ler’s relatives to be used in pur¬ 
chasing a marker for her grave. 

Applications of Lawrence OG!- 
borne of Tell City and Sally Guard 
of Indianapolis were read. Both 
applications were held up for fur¬ 
ther investigation before being act¬ 
ed upon.

Movies With Subtitles 

The movies, something that is 
such a large part of American life, 
have not been very satisfying to 
the deaf since the advent of the 
sound moving picture. This has 
left us with the our choice of not 
going at all or going and only half 
understanding, if that much. The 
occasional showing of old time 
movies with titles has come to be 
a very uninteresting thing because 
of the type of acting and the poor 
quality of the movies themselves. 
Now there seems to be a gleam of 
hope for fuller enjoyment of the 
products of the movie studios. 

This hope is offered by the pos¬ 
sibility of 16mm sound movies be¬ 
ing offered for showing with sub¬ 
titles. This will give us the op¬ 
portunity to combine the enjoy¬ 
ment of the high class camera art 
of the movie studios today with 
understanding of the story. This 
hope is offered through the efforts 
of Emerson Romero, of Farming- 
dale, N. Y. Mr. Romero, who has 
had previous connection with the 
movie industry, has been working 
with one of the large producers of 
16mm movies and hopes that in 
a short time films of recent movies 
will be offered with sub-titles that 
will let us know the why, what, 
who, when and where of what is 
going on in the movie story. 

Details of the method of offering 
these films to the deaf are not yet 
available. When such information 
is released it will be given here. 

We wish Mr. Romero all kinds 
of good luck since we are tired 
of not knowing why some one shoots 
some one else. We will leave the 
love interest part to those so in¬ 
terested. 

It must be remembered that these 
films will require the use of sound 
projectors. The type of projector 
that is used for silent films can¬ 
not be used with sound films.

Editorial— 

In our last issue we took pleas¬ 
ure in printing an item by one of 
our correspondents who listed the 
names of a number of deaf men 
who had worked hard and well 
for the same company for over 
twenty years. These are the kind 
of deaf men that we all are proud 
to hold up as examples of what 
deaf people can do. The list would 
be much longer if it included the 
names of those who have had to 
change jobs for one reason or other 
not just because they were tired 
of a certain place. 

This month a correspondent sent 
in two paragraphs that we have 
felt that it would be best to leave 
out. These items brought out 
exactly the opposite of what was 
brought out last month. They 
named some deaf peddlers in our 
midst. The injury that these ped¬ 
dlers do to the respectable deaf is 
too well known to need repeating. 
But the thing that stands out is 
the fact that known deaf peddlers 
are all boo often, as our correspon¬ 
dent says, greeted like brothers 
and treated like brothers. It may 
be hard to cold shoulder a person 
that you have known for years, but 
that is about the only weapon that 
we have at hand, at all times. We 
cannot always have them arrested 
as they should be, we cannot always 
take other action that may be de¬ 
sirable, but we can refuse to have 


anything to do with them, and in 
time they will, maybe, see he er¬ 
ror of their ways. It does seem to 
be an idea worth trying. If they 
cannot improve themselves, then 
we can just refuse to have anything 
to do with htem.

First Anniversary of Terre Haute 
Silent Club 

A few things that Terre Hauteans 
never knew till now about Jie 
Terre Haute Silent Club. On May 
5th, 1946, a club was founded by 
the deaf for the first time in the 
history of Terre Haute since 1816. 
For 130 years there was neither 
a club nor a society, only house 
to house parties or gathering at 
pool rooms, taverns or hotels on 
every week-end. 

American car and wheel manu¬ 
facturing Co. was the most favor¬ 
able place for employment among 
the Deaf from 1890 to 1920 but to¬ 
day it is gone. The old Terre 
Haute , on 7th and Main, was good 
place for the deaf people to stop 
and chat for hours after shopping 
all day in town, but today they 
don’t do that any more. The old 
corner saloon on 4th and Ohio was 
the dirtiest smellest place in town 
but many old time deaf men stop¬ 
ped there and drank the cheapest 
beer called the “Chicago Bowl,” 16 
ounces for only 5c, with free food. 
Them were the good old days, but 
today they don’t do that any more. 
In a pool room or bowling alleys 
many deaf people sat down or 
stood in the hall or lobby they 
talked and talked, playing or buy¬ 
ing anything but today they don’t 
do that any more. 

So, we decided to meet at the 
Warden home a year ago from this 
month and that is what started the 
club and today no body goes any 
place but to the club every week- 
end. Terre Hauteans, keep it going, 
God bless the T. H. S. C.
